Minister Georges Bidault told the 
Indochina conference today a set­ 
tlement of the civil war in Viet 
Nam must be carried out under 
international control. 
Replying both to Vietminh pro­ 
posals and to five questions ask­ 
ed Wednesday by British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden. Bidault 
said his delegation wishes 
the 
opening of 
“concrete 
negotia­ 
tions” in the very near future. 
Bidault took up each of Eden's 
five questions, answering all. 
Eden’s first question had been 
whether troops on both sides should 
be concentrated in designated ar­ 
eas. Bidault’s reply: 
“ France believes that the troops 
ojf the tw’o sides should be reas­ 
sembled in determined zones as far 
as Viet Nam is concerned.” 
In answer to Eden’s second ques­ 
tion, whether Laos and Cambodia 
should be

HANOI,

UR — The 
French began airlifting their ser­ 
iously wounded troops from Dien 
Bien Phu today. The Vietminh in­ 
dicated they would release at least 
450 of the casualties from the cap­ 
tured fortress. 
That figure was 250 less than 
previous French estimates of the 
number of serious 
eases. 
The 
(’omiuunist-led rebels had report­ 
ed they captured 1,400 wounded 
in all when Dien Bien Phu fell. 
The French high command an­ 
nounced the first contingent of the 
most 
gravely 
wounded 
arrived 
about noon today at the royal Lao­ 
tian capital of Luang Prabang, 115 
miles to the 
southwest. 
Dakota 
transport planes w ere to rush them 
from there to Hanoi 
and 
other 
points with hospital facilities. 
A total of 32 wounded were ex­ 
pected in Hanoi this afternoon. 
Since only helicopters and small 
planes can use the war-buttered, 
shell-pocked Dien Bien Phu 
air­ 
strip, th e'French expected the air­ 
lifting of the 450 men to take at 
least two weeks. The planes could 
carry only one, three or six pas­ 
sengers each. 


In the Red River delta, mean­ 
while, the French counted new 
“serious losses” after beating off 
an attack by 2,000 to 3,000 rebels 
yesterday near Phuly, only 
30 
miles south of Hanoi. 
It was the biggest attack so far 
this year in the delta, the major 
Vietminh target since the fall of 
Dien Bien Phu. 
French fighters 
and 
bombers 
plastered the attackers again to­ 
day, forcing the Communist - led 
troops to seek hideouts deep in the 
limestone hills around Phuly. Fight­ 
ers sprayed columns 
of

rebel bases. 
In addition to the airlift for the 
seriously wounded, the French sent 
four big cargo planes off from Ha­ 
noi for Dien Bien Phu to drop tons 
of food and medical supplies for 
the French Union wounded there. 
The Vietminh had requested the* 
additional supplies.

high command spokesman said 
there was “no indication” the 
Vietminh intended to repair the 
battered main air strip at Dien 
Bien Phu to the extent that it 


could receive other than

planes.

Paris Wants To Know 
How Far America W ill 
Go In Indochina Crisis 


WASHINGTON UB-France is re­ 
ported to have asked the United 
States for direct high level talks in 
an effort to determine what this 
country is willing to do about in­ 
tervention in the war in Indochina. 
Recent military developments, 
officials concede, have destroyed 
the Navarre plan as a basis of 
American and French hopes for 
eventual victory there. 
In the American as well as in the 
French view, the 
emergence of 
Communist forces as regular mili­ 
tary forces able to carry on more 
than guerilla operations has made 
this a different kind of war from 
the one envisioned when Gen. Hen­ 
ri Navarre, French commander in 
Indochina, laid out his program. 
French officials and Americans 
alike say the French government 
has not formally requested Ameri­ 
can intervention yet. The political 
weakness of the Laniel Adminis­ 
tration, which was barely saved 
from collapse by a two-vote mar­ 
gin in the French National Assem­ 
bly last night, is described as the 
reason why the French have not 
acted more decisively up to this 
time. 


THE UNITED States has laid be­ 
fore Paris officials the two major 
political conditions eyhieh 
would 
have to be fulfilfed prior to any 
American intervention. These are 
that France must give the Indo­ 
chinese states full independence in 
order to provide real motivation 
for native resistance 
to commu­ 
nism, and that a coalition of na­ 
tions must participate in any in­ 
tervention.

are a race of bandits Far from

Most 
of our men who serve in Britain 
have a good time there and make 
firm friends. 
Looking at the other side of the 
picture, it must be realized that 
it is difficult for a people to have 
foreign troops quartered among 
them, even though they are al­ 
lies and speak roughly the same 
language. Britain, it has always 
seemed to me, meets this prob­ 
lem with more grace and hospi­ 
tality ti an any other nation. One 
measure of this hospitality is the 
fact that between 1946 and 1950 
American 
servicemen 
returned 
home wdth 35,469 British brides.

families. 
There are subsidies for baby cloth­ 
ing and lots of other benefits to 
make child rearing easier. 
The Russians 
have 
announced 
their net increase in population in 
current years is three million to 
3.200,000 a year. They say the 1953 
death rate was 
8,9 
persons 
per 
thousand. 
Comparison of these two Soviet 
figures—taking into 
consideration 
that immigration and emigration 
in the Soviet Union are both insig­ 
nificant—leads to an estim ate that 
in 1953 about five million Soviet 
children were born at a birth rate 
of 24 per thousand. 
The total number of births in the 
United States In 1953 has been an­ 
nounced by the U S. Census Burea 
as nearly four million and the birth 
rate was around 25 per thousand 
The U. S. death rate in 1953 was 
9.6 per thousand.

COVETOUSNESS s e e m s at 
first glance a fault, not a crime. 
lf not curhrti, however, it may 
lead to theft, even to murder, as 
it did7 in the rase of King Ahab 
of I a c 
aided and abetted by 
his wicked wife, 
Thou shalt not c o v e t , ’' the 
Commandment says. If we do find 
ourselves 
becoming 
envious 
of 
another's possessions, there are 
many ethical ways of attaining 
what we wish for. We may w ant 
the coveted thing so much that 
we rn 
decide 
like it. 
to save money to 
If it is an honor 
wi m eet,'we can make ourselves 
worthy of the honor, and so win 
it for ourselves. 
Children often are envious of 
their playmates’ possessions, but 
they can bo shown that the feel­ 
ing is wrong and can often be led 
to see how they may own one of 
their own or share the playmate’s 
possession happily with him. Our 
lesson shows us to w hat dread­ 
ful actions this fault of covetous­ 
ness may lead. 
Ahab was king of the northern 
kingdom, Israel, and close by his 
palace was a vineyard which the I 


I Kings 21. 


feast and “set Naboth on high 
among the people." Then two men 
would come forth—accuse him of 
blasphemy of God and king, and 
he should be carried away and 
stoned to death. 
This dreadful plan was carried 
through, so Ahab had his plot ot 
ground, but we may wonder if he 
enjoyed it very much. 
The L ords word came to Eli* 
jah, telling the prophet what Joze* 
bel and Ahab had done, and that 
at that moment Ahab was in Na* 
both s vineyard. Elijah went and 
confronted the king, telling him 
that the Lord said that as he had 
killed Naboth for his land, he too 
would die a shameful death and 
the kingdom w o u l d be taken 
away from him. 
When Elijah stood before Ahab, 
the guilty king said: “Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy?" Jeze­ 
bel too would die a dreadful death 
because of her wickedness 
in 
plotting the death of Naboth, Eli­ 
jah said. 
Because of Ahab’s evil deed and 
because of his idol worship these 
things would come upon him and 
his household, the Lord said, and 
Ahab was frightened. He rent his

“I will see 
that you get the land!" Then she 
wrote letters in A hab’s name and 
sealed them with the k in g s seal

nobles. 
In the letters she pro­ 
posed that they should proclaim a

clothes and “put sackcloth upon 
his flesh, and fasted, and lay in 
sackcloth and went softly." 
Then the word of the Lord 
came again to Elijah, saying: 
“Seest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before Me? 
because he 
humbleth himself before Me, I 
will not bring the evil in his days; 
but in his son s days will I bring 
the evil upon his house." 
So punishment for King Ahab’s 
evil deeds was postponed for a 
time because of the Lord’s good* 
ness. 
How few people, it seems, can 
be trusted not to misuse power. 
We have seen it happen in our 
own day. Adolf Hitler might have 
been a power for good in his 
country if he had chosen the right 
road. The Russian nation under 
a t r u l y democratic leadership, 
might be an influence for peace 
and benevolence in the world, in­ 
stead of using its powers to en* 
slave other nations and hold them 
in subjection. 
It is for us as individuals to 
help the world, even in small 
ways by rejoicing with those who 
do rejoice, and w e e p i n g with 
those who mourn. We can train 
ourselves to be unselfish, to follow 
Christs teaching, to l o v e our 
neighbors as ourselves. We will 
be much happier ourselves and 
help others to be so too.

Story Of 'Mylar' 
Traced To 1928 


New Film By Du Pont Followed 
Pioneering Lab Studies 
M any 


Much of the future of Circle­ 
ville and the surrounding region 
is wrapped in a clear, plastic­ 
like film called “ Mylar” . 
It’s a new product of the Du 
Pont Co., and it formed most of 
the basis for a talk delivered be­ 
fore Circleville Rotary Thursday 
noontime by Emory Ridlon. man­ 
ager of the multi million dollar 
plant Du Font is building south 
of the city. Ridlon related the 
early laboratory research which 
led to development of ‘Mylar” , 
and in so doing he gave the local 
public for the first time many of 
the technical details met along 
the way. 
Chief purpose of Ridlon's talk 
was to outline in general t h e 
past, present and future of the 
Du Pout picture as it relates to 
Circleville, a story printed in The 
Herald Thursday. 
However, in view of the impor­ 
tant role “ Mylar” is b o u n d to 
play in the growth and develop­ 
ment of the Circleville area, The 
Herald will also carry that por­ 
tion of Ridlon’s address dealing 
with 
the 
laboratory 
decisions 
which eventually produced t h e 
new film. In addition to being of 
community interest, such 
ma­ 
terial may also have special ap­ 
peal for high school students in 
the science classes. 
The section of the Du Pout of­ 
ficial’s talk which covered t h e 
laboratory progress period, 
as 
Ridlon delivered it to the Rotary 
meeting, will be offered in two 
sections. The first section follows. 


The path by which we came here 
is a long one, with many turnings, 
and was carved out by the labors 
of men in many fields—research, 
production, sales finance. The path 
ahead we hope will be broad and 
reasonably smooth, but since we 
are dealing w ith a new product, the 
road maps are necessarily some­ 
what sketchy. 
It wasn’t easy to decide just 
where to begin the story of how we 
got where we are now, so I thought 
we might just as well go back all 
the way to 1802, when Eleuthere 
Irenee Du Pont De Nemours built 
his first black powder mill on the 
banks of the Brandywine in Dela­ 
ware. 
• • * 
THAT IS NOT as remote as lf 
might seem at first glance, be­ 
cause, as you will see. one thing 
led to another. Black powder led in 
1857 to the development of a n e w 
blasting powder based on sodium 
nit rate. Invented by La rn mot Du 
Pont, a grandson of the company’s 
founder, this was the first strictly 
industrial explosive. 
In 1880, Du Pont began manufac­ 
ture of two high explosives, nitro­ 
glycerin and dynamite, which were 
needed in ever-increasing quanti­ 
ties with the advent of steam rail­ 
roads, discovery of new mines, in­ 
troduction of steel in buildings, and 
the growing use of machinery in 
shops and on farms 
When Pierre S. Du Pont, w h o 
died in April at thp age of 84. and 
who was the eldest son of La rn mot. 
joined the company in 1890, he un­ 
dertook as one of his first ta<-ks the 
perfection of another new explo­ 
sive, smokeless powder, based on 
nitrocellulose 
Pierre S. Du Pont, incidentally, 
was one of three brothers who 
later became presidents of t h e 
Du Font Company, and was, at 


his death, honorary chairman of 
the Board of Directors, His work 
with smokeless powder was a 
turning point in the company’s 
history, because the c o rn p a n y ! 
necessarily 
became 
interested ■ 
also in cellulose. From this raw 
material branehedout many of 
the company's subsequent devel­ 
opments. 
I will not attempt to cover the 
entire field of the company’s pres­ 
ent interests, but will merely cite 
a few examples of the way in w hich 
one thing led to another. 
We have seen that black powder 
led 
logically to development of 
“ Duco” 
nitrocellulose 
lacquers, 
which revolutionized the automo­ 
bile business by making it possible 
to finish an entire automobile body 
in a few hours instead of having to 
devote 
several 
weeks 
to 
hand 
brushing and drying. Knowledge of 
cellulose chemistry also led to de­ 
velopment of nitrocellulose 
plas­ 
tics, which, in turn, led to the plas­ 
tics of today. 
■f 
* 
PARTLY, AT least, because of 
its interest in cellulose, the Du 
Pont Company started manufac­ 
ture of rayon in 1920, which was the 
beginning of the company’s inter­ 
est in textile fibers. And from ray­ 
on it was a logical step to cello­ 
phane. Both rayon and cellophane 
are made from viscose, a syrupy 
material based on cellulose. 
I do not wish to give the impres­ 
sion that everything the Du Pont 
Company produces today resulted 
so neatly from this step-by-s t e p 
methods. However, there is, by and 
large, a relationship between our 
new' products and the products that 
preceded them. 
Let me put it this way: Du Pont 
spends millions of dollars each 
year for research—the figure in 
1953 was $57 million. But research 


in nature in such substances as cel­ 
lulose and rubber. 
Now, Carothers first worked with 
polyesters, and by 1930 a polyester 
was 
synthesized 
that 
could 
be 
drawn into a fiber. Time Magazine 
for September 14, 1931, noted, “The 
Carothers-Hill fiber is as lustrous 
as silk, stronger and more elastic 
than rayon, and as strong and as 
eleastic as real silk. It is too expen- 
; sive to manufacture commercially; 
it is mainly a demonstration of 
chemical knowledge and skill.” 
Also, though not noted in 
t he 
Time report, the fiber melted at 


I low' temperatures and was weaken- 
j ed by contact with water. Because 
of these deficiencies, 
Carothers 
turned to the investigation of poly­ 
amides, a course which led to the 
; discovery of nylon. 
In the hustle and bustle c o n 
netted with the development of 
nylon, the polyester field was 
largely neglected. However, after 
Carothers’ death, his p a p e r s 
were collected and published. In 
England, Dr. J. 
R. Winnfield 
read Carothers’ papers and with 
J. T. Dickson undertook a new 
investigation of polyesters. 
They discovered a high Secu­ 
lar weight form of polyethylene 
terephthalate. Fibers formed from 
| this polymer had none of the dis- 
! advantages of Carothers’ earlier 
polyester—they were not harmed 
by water and they had a very high 
melting point. 
This discovery came during the 
war, when even friendly nations i 
didn’t 
exchange information as 
freely as they do in peacetime. 
* * * 
IN 1944, unaware of the British 
discovery, Dr. Emmette F. Izard, 
at Du Pont’s research laboratory i 
in Buffalo, decided to take another 
look at polyesters. Quite mdepend- I 
ently, but by what later turned out 
to be nearly identical procedures 
with those of the British, he synthe­ 
sized 
a 
high 
molecular 
weight 
polyethylene terephthalate which 
could be drawn into a fiber. 
In England, this fiber is produc­ 
ed by Imperial Chemical Indus­ 
tries under the trade-mark “Tery- 
lene,” and in the United States Du 
Pont produces it at a new plant in 
Kinston, N. C., under the t r a d e - 
mark “ Dacron.” 
Since we were in the film busi- 
is economically important only if it ness as we^ as ’n 'he fiber ^usi 
produces useful goods. It is n o t 
enough to synthesize a new com­ 
pound, for at that point you have 
only a sample in a bottle and a 
long, forbidding name. 
But 
because 
we 
know 
the 
paint business we can perhaps 
recognize in that compound the 
base for a new lacquer or a new 
enamel. Or because we deal with 
Insecticides we may recognize in 
that compound a new fly spray or 
some other agricultural 
chem- ; 
leal. 
It has been said, for example, 
that there is a strong possibility 
that nylon might have remained a j 
mere scientific curiosity if Du Pont 
had not been in the rayon business 
and known something of the opera­ 
tions and requirements of the tex- I 
tile Industry. 
Now how does the p r o d u c t T 
started to talk about, 
“ Mylar” 
polyester film, fit into this picture? 
Well, it is one of the most recent 
results of a chain of events that wag 
set in motion in 1928, when the late 
Dr. Wallace H. Carothers, of Du 
Pont, began his pioneering studies

ness, we began to check up on this ; 
new' polymer as a matter of course I 
to see how it could be made into a 
film and what sort of a 
film it 
would make. Now, this is nothing 
unusual. We are constantly check­ 
ing materials for new films — but 
the difference in this case w'as that 
this one looked good. 
Evidence 
continued to look 
promising, so it was necessary to 
assign research engineers to put 
together some larger-scale lab 
oratory equipment so we could 
make more samples for evalua­ 
tion. Other research men had to 
analyze manufacturing methods 
and costs to find the most effi­ 
cient and most economical meth­ 
od of manufacture. 
Soon the research people W'ere 
convinced that they had something 
w’orth developing, so management 
was asked to authorize a semi­ 
works installation in Buffalo to pro­ 
vide the material necessary f o r 
field testing. 
At this time, the company’s En- 
gineering'Department was called 
in to assist in scaling up from lab­ 
oratory to semi-works equipment. 


and to learn the background need­ 
ed for design and construction of a 
commercial plant if the product 
should prove out as we hoped.

THE BUFFALO 
semi-w o r k 
started to produce what was then 
known as V-Film in April. 1951. and 
the trade-mark. “ Mylar,” was first 
used in June of that year. The ini­ 
tial product was far from perfect, 
and many changes had to be march 
in production methods, because it 
seemed sometimes that the semi- 
vvorks broke down every other da> 
But the material continued to look 
good. 
What we had was a clear film 
stronger and tougher than any nth 
er on the market, with remarkable 
electrical insulating qualities. Fur­ 
thermore it was essentially unaf­ 
fected by many chemicals, or by 
extremes of heat and cold. 
Our sales development people be 
gan to offer samples to manufac­ 
turers of electrical equipment, in­ 
dustrial tapes, s o ti n d-recordinci 
tapes, and to many other indus­ 
tries. From these samples came 
field reports which were scanned 
and evaluated, to determine 
not 
only how the product might be im­ 
proved, but to arrive at a r e a lis t s 
evaluation of each potential mar 
ket. 
Only by studying the potential 
markets could we deride whether 
to risk the millions of dollars nee 
essary to build a full-scale com 
mercial plant, and if that deri­ 
sion was in the affirmative, to 
know how big a plant to build. 
Late in 1951 results were suffi 
eiently promising to justify takii 
up option on the land that is now 
the site of our Circleville plant. . .

Explains How Early 
Start And Patience 
Can Bring Results 


So you want to stop smoking! 
Well, there's a book out on the sub­ 
ject written by Herbert Brean, a 
staff 
editor 
of 
Life 
magazine. 
Brean is the son of Mrs. 
C. 
G. 
Schulze of Circleville. 
Brran’s book, “ How To Stop 
Smoking” is now 
in its tenth 
printing. It is sold with a money 
back guarantee. To date, fewer 
than 20 copies have been re­ 
turned. 
Mrs. Shulze told The Herald her 
son wrote the book from personal 
experience. Brean was so pleased 
with success of his own efforts that 
he thought other people should ben­ 
efit by the story, she said. 
The April Reader's Digest con­ 
tains a condensed v e r s i o n of 
Brean’s book. He lists three rules 
to follow in breaking the smoking 
habit: 
* 
• 
• 


1. START yourself off on the new' 
way of life (that is. breaking the 
habit) with as much momentum as 
you can. Tell your friends that you 
have given up smoking. Most smok­ 
ers have fixed ideas about the oc­ 
casions when a smoke tastes best. 
If you held out only for a moment, 
that sudden strong temptation will 
die almost as quickly as it arose. 
2. Don’t permit yourself to make 
a single exception to your new rule 
until the nonsmoking habit is firm ­ 
ly implanted (and that will be a 
long time.) If a habit is not fed, it 
dies relatively quickly, but it can 
subjist for a long time on the 
slightest food. The tough moments 
come only one at a time, and they 
get easier as you defeat them one 
at a time. 


3. Deliberately expose yourself 


to sm all temptations and conquer 
them. Go out of your way at least 
once every day to demonstrate 
how you have forsworn tobacco. 
Carry 
matches 
and 
light cig­ 


arettes for your friends. 


If ydu deliberately try to make 
it tough, it will seem far less so, 
and you will much sooner get over 
the worst of it, which usually lasts 
about a week. 
Brean further suggests babying 


oneself. He points out that a per- 
*on should not increase the diffi­ 
culties of stopping 
smoking 
by 
simultaneously adding other self 
denials. He recommends carrying 
mints, gum and salted nuts. 


THE PERIOD before sleep is an 


important time. 
Brean says. He 
suggests repeating the following 
phrase until drowsy: 
“ Tomorrow’ I am not going to 
smoke.’’ And upon waking, the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ This day I don't smoke.” 
According to Brean, added to all 
the physical pleasures which non­ 
smoking brings is the sudden sense 
of freedom and independence, and 
self-assurance that 
results 
from 
simply going a half day, and then 
a day, and then two days without 
tobacco. 
Medic ally speaking, 
B r e a n 
points out, tobacco is not habit­ 
forming; it does not worm 
i t s 
way 
into 
your 
physique 
and 
psyche, as opium does. But it is 
habit forming in the same w a y 
that three meals a day, or eight 
hours’ sleep, or wearing clothes, | 
are habit-forming. 
Finally, Brean explained the ad- j 
vantages of giving up smoking, 
j 
They include: 
1. Your food will taste better. 
Your nose, throat and lungs will 
not bo clogged. 
2. You will begin to smell 
the 
world. 
3. You’ teeth will look cleaner be­ 
cause they will be cleaner. 
4. Yellow’ stain on fingers will dis­ 
appear, 
5. You will actually feel far less 
nervous. 
* 
* 
* 


HOWEVER. Brean warns that if 
you have trouble with your waist­ 
line, you will probably gain when 
you stop smoking. 
Actually, he 
says, you will not gain more than a 
few pounds. But that this 
will be 
burned away because the stopping 
of smoking increases energy. 
The host time to try the nonsmok­ 
ing experiment, Brean 
adds, is 
when you are on a fairly even keel. 
He suggests a week-end 
morning 
after a good night’s sleep. 
Brean graduated from the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan and has two 
daughters. He lives in New York 
City. 
Mrs. Shulze moved to Circleville 
20 years ago from Detroit, Mich.
